VIETNAMESE APPLICATIONS FOR UN MEMBERSHIP 

ITALIAN DEPUTY REP CAVAGLIERI, WHO WILL BE PRESIDING 
OVER ANY SC QUESTIONS DURING REMAINDER OF JULY, TOLD AMB 
BENNETT HE WAS VERY MUCH HOPING TO PASS PROBLEM OF 
HANDLING HANOI'S AND SAIGON'S PENDING UN MEMBERSHIP 
APPLICATIONS ON TO JAPANESE, WHO WILL TAKE OVER SC PRESIDENCY 
AUGUST 1. HE NOTED THAT ONCE REPS OF TWO VIETNAMS 
REACH NEW YORK THEY MAY SET OFF CAMPAIGN FOR IMMEDIATE 
CONSIDERATION OF THEIR APPLICATIONS. UP TO NOW, HE SAID, 

SOVIETS HAVE BEEN ENTIRELY RELAXED ON MATTER, AND THERE HAS

DRAFT REPORT ON BRITISH VIRGIN ISLANDS AND TURKS AND CAICOS 
ISLAND WOULD NOTE EXTENSIVE POWERS ARE RETAINED BY RESPECTIVE 
GOVTS; REITERATE REQUEST THAT UK TAKE ALL NECESSARY MEASURES 
WITHOUT ANY CONDITIONS OR RESERVATIONS, IN ACCORDANCE WITH FREE- 
LY EXPRESSED WILL AND DESIRE OF PEOPLE OF TERRITORIES, TO

PERMIT VISITING MISSION. REPORT ON BRUNEI WOULD AMONG OTHER 
THINGS ENDORSE CALL BY POEPLE’S PARTY OF BRUNEI FOR IMMEDIATE 
TRIPARTITE TALKS TO FIX DATE FOR INDEPENDENCE AND HOLDING OF 
FREE AND DEMOCRATIC ELECTIONS UNDER UN SUPERVISION. 

WITH RESPECT TO GILBERT AND ELLICE ISLANDS. PITCAIRN AND 
SOLOMON ISLANDS, REPORT WOULD RECALL THAT COMITE CONTINUED TO 
BE DEEPLY CONCERNED AT TESTING OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN SOUTH

WILL NOT STAND IN WAY OF INDEPENDENCE FOR ANY TERRITORY UNDER IT

INGS. REPORT ALSO CONSIDERS IT NECESSARY TO DIVERSIFY ECONOMY; 
NOTES WITH SATISFACTION THAT BERMUDA GOVT ADOPTED MEAURES TO 
PROMOTE BETTER UTILIZATION OF NATURAL RESOURCES; CONSIDERS THAT 
MUCH REMAINS TO BE DONE IN FIELD OF TEACHER TRAINING; AND HOPES 
UK WILL PERMIT ACCESS OF VISITING MISSION TO BERMUDA. REFERRING 
TO INVESTIGATION CONCERNING INVOLVEMENT OF EUROPEAN-AMERICAN 
FINANCE (BERMUDA), LTD. IN PROPOSED EXPANSION OF RHODESIAN IRON 
AND STEEL COMPANY, REPORT EXPRESSES HOPE THAT IN FUTURE UK WILL
